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1. Between 22 and 31 October 1952, maneuvers were held in the Arad area with 
the 2.and 7 Rumanian Infantry Divisions taking part. 


2, The boundaries of the maneuvers were as follows: on the west, the Arad- 
Simand-Nadab road, especially the village of Nadab; on the north, the 
line of the river Crisul Alb as far as the village of Ineu; on the east, 
the Ineu-Tarnova-Agrisul road through Varful Ivanita to Milova; on the 
south, the River Mures from Milova to Arad. 


3. Headquarters were at Siria. 

he ' Supporting the maneuvers were two squadrons of LA-7 and LA-9 fighters 

(six of each) and TU-2 and PE-2 bombers (six each) from the Ciala (Arad) 
Airfield. 


5. Rumanian military people suid that some Czech and Hungarian units would 
take part in the maneuvers. . 
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
